The Egyptians' adoration of 
these elegant creatures led to cats being 
worshipped in temples and the punishment for 
killing a cat in those times was death! Although we 
have grown to love cats as pets over the last 100 
years, during the Middle Ages, thousands of cats 
were slaughtered as it was believed they were evil

Dogs rule
